The moon is at least 200.000 
miles ou t in sp ace. Bu t scientists 
mu st aim at any emp ty p oint, 
137.000 miles ahead of the moon’s 
cou rse, and hop e ‘hat both moon 
and rocket arriv e at abou t the 
same time. That wou ld be abou t 
2\i d ay s after firing. 
220.000 Plus Miles 
Granted p erfect aim—and y ou 
can imagine what a small error 
cou ld d o in 200,000-p lu s miles— 
the three-stage rocket still mu st 
fire p erfectly . This means boost­ 
ing its sp eed to abou t 25,000 miles 
an hou r need ed to escap e the 
earth’s grav ity . 
Giv en this initial 
sp eed , the 
rocket will grad u ally slow u nd er 
grav ity ’s p u ll u ntil nearing the 
moon, it will be trav eling only 
abou t 3.000 miles an hou r. In fact, 
its av erage sp eed for the trip may 
be only only 5,000 miles an hou r.

Many o f u s are co mpu lsiv e abo u t 
k eeping o u r basements o r linen 
clo sets in apple-pie o rder. This 
same co mpu lsio n sho u ld carry o v ­ 
er to perso nal affairs. 
If y o u hav e a will and we tru st 
y o u do —if y o u o wn pro perty , se­ 
cu rities, sav ings bo nds, insu rance, 
su ch items as inco me tax data, 
acco u ntings o f estates, any legal 
papers, these sho u ld be assembled 
in o ne place and remo v ed fro m the 
dangerc o f destru ctio n, theft o r 
the pry ing ey es o f the cu rio u s. 
This is the pu rpo se o f a safe de­ 
po sit bo x . 


FOR THE HEAD OF a fam- 
thenetd o fsafe depo sitbo x go esast 
ily the need o f a safe depo sit 
bo x go es a step fu rther. In the 
ev ent o f deaith su ch papers sho u ld 
be easily 
accessible so that

a time when y o u r heirs are emo ­ 
tio nally u pset they will be able to 
find reco rds they v itally need-per- 
haps the k ey s to their fu tu re se­ 
cu rity . 
There are few bank s in the 
co u ntry to day which do no t hav e 
safe depo sit bo x es in their v au lts 
accessible to y o u du ring no rmal 
bu siness ho u rs. Depending u po n 
the size o f a stro ng bo x y o u need, 
these u su ally can be rented fo r 
a few pennies a week .

The in san e n otion that ev ery thin g Ameri­ 
can s do an y more is don e to prov e they are 
as smart or a little smarter than the Ru s­ 
sian s is n ot shared by ev ery body . It is pecu ­ 
liarly the fix ation of people who feel called 
on , either becau se they are pu blic officials 
or becau se they feel respon sible for in doc­ 
trin atin g the American pu blic, to proclaim 
ev ery hou r on the hou r that the Un ited 
States is ev ery bit as g ood as the Sov iet 
Un ion an d u su ally better, it is, it is, it is . . . 
So it is. 
There is n o n eed to be on the defen siv e 
abou tit. There were American s, after all, 
who were thrilled last October when Spu tn ik 


I wen t in to orbit n ot becau se it was Ru ssian 
bu t becau se it was somethin g that had ben e 
made possible by the in tellig en ce of hu man * 
bein g s. 
There are American s—perhaps a majority 
—who welcome the opportu n ity to compete 
with a dy n amic Ru ssian society , becau se they 
believ e competition is the spice of life an d 
hate to thin k how drab life wou ld be if there 
were n o other society to compete with bu t 
the British an d the Fren ch. The West Ger­ 
man s are comin g u p fast an d the Japan ese 
are close behin d them, bu t as of today an d 
n ow the Ru ssian s are fu rn ishin g the compe­ 
tition . 
m 
American s 
who like competition do n ot 
keep box scores. They like competition for its 
own sake. It is their idea that if American s 
do the best they can an d Ru ssian s do the best 
they can both will be ahead an d the rest 
of the world will g ain , too. They do n ot thin k 
the Nau tilu s had to be an an swer to an y thin g . 
Ev en if n o Nerv ou s Nellie ev er had the 
fidg ets for fear the pesky Ru sskies mig ht 
do somethin g first, it was a g ood idea an y ­ 
way to fin d ou t whether it was possible to 
g o across the Arctic Ocean u n der the ice 
cap. Someon e had to try it ev en tu ally — 
an d we’re g lad American s tried it, success­ 
fu lly . 
Let’s no t kav e any grubby fingermarks 
on the credit they deserv e. 


Three-Way Co-Existence 


Dag Hammarskjold’s proposal for econ omic 
asistan ce in the Middle East with n o po­ 
litical strin g s attached adds a n ew dimen sion 
to the forthcomin g discu ssion in the Gen eral 
Assembly of the Un ited Nation s. 
The Un ited States in terv en ed in Leban on 
becau se it believ ed the Sov iet Un ion an d the 
Un ited Arab Repu blic were pu llin g political 
strin g s in the Middle East. 
It has learn ed sin ce its in terv en tion that 
tu rmoil in the Middle East also can be 
blamed on the political strin g s that it an d 
Britain hav e been pu llin g , at the ex pen se 
of heatin g u p rev olu tion ary impu lses to the 
flash-poin t. 
Spokesmen for the Midfle East, in clu din g 
spokesmen for Israel, hav e made it clear 
that they wou ld prefer to be n eu tral in the 
two-way stru g g le bet wen the an ti-Commu - 
n ist bloc an d the Commu n ist bloc. 
Ev en ts elsewhere hav e made it clear, more­ 
ov er, that man y n ation s ou tside the Middle 
East are tired of bein g pu lled an d hau led 


en dlessly between the an ti-Commu n ist bloc 
an d the Commu n ist bloc. They , too, are hold­ 
in g a brief for n eu tralism. 
In stead of bein g committed to the proposi­ 
tion that coex isten ce wou ld call for an u n ­ 
easy tru ce between Commu n ism an d an ti­ 
commu n ism. a sizable g rou p of n ation s, in ­ 
clu din g the recru its to n ation alism in the 
Middle East, wou ld 
p refer that coex isten ce 
shou ld become a three-way arran g emen t. 
There wou ld be, in that ev en t, an ti-Com­ 
mu n ist bloc, Commu n ist bloc an d a n eu tralist 
bloc, whose members wou ld n ot be alig n ed 
with either of the first two. 


The n eu tral n ation s wou ld ex ist in the pat 
tern made famou s by Switzerlan d, which has 
refu sed to alig n itself with con ten din g power 
blocs an d thu s b8 s stood accu sed sometimes 
of wan tin g to play both en ds ag ain st the mid­ 
dle. for its own adv an tag e — an accu sation 
the Swiss con stru ed as a tribu te to their 
su ccess. 


Security for Our First Citizens 


It is the fon d hope of the g reat majority of 
the su bordin ate citizen s of the Un ited States 
that su itable pen sion s will be prov ided for 
former presiden ts an d their widows this y ear. 
It has been their hope for man y y ears. 
In the few day s remain in g before Con g ress 
adjou rn s this mon th, the qu estion will be re­ 
solv ed by a con feren ce committee of the 
Sen ate an d Hou se. The Sen ate u n an imou sly 
adopted a pen sion bill early in 1957. The 
Hou se adopted by a 165-45 v ote a pen sion 
bill last week. Thou g h the two bills ara 
far apart in their details, they are parallel 
in their prin ciple, which is that the Un ited 
States owes a special kin d of secu rity ti 
former presiden ts an d their wiv es. 
This prin ciple ev olv ed ou t of a n u mber 
eg 
distressin g situ ation s that ov ertook retired 
presiden ts in the past, when some were 
redu ced to catch-as-catch-can methods of 
makin g en ds met an d others were redu ced 
to acceptin g what amou n ted to charity .

May be what the U.N. n eeds 
most is a pian o play er. 


AT ANY PARTY a fellow who can play the 
pian o is a big help, especially when thin g s 
g et trou blesome. Man y a pian o play er has 
brou g ht peace when party was g ettin g ou t of 
han d. 
Lookin g ov er records, we fin d n o pian ists 
amon g the deleg ation s to workj’s peace or­ 
g an ization . This cou ld be its big weakn ess. 
There are some obiou s tru mpet play ers 
an d qu ite a few bass dru m thu mpers an d 
ex pert fiddlin g Ru ssian s pose as harpists bu t 
ev ery body kn ows it is impossible to make 
their kin d of n oise on harps.) 


VAN CLIBURN is an "atomic pian ist.’* He 
makes with an atomic pian o. He mov es 
Ru ssian s. His in tercon tin en tal pian o cou ld be 
the v ery weapon to en d su spicion an d hatred.

G’de was apparen tly thin kin g 
abou t the German sy stem, which 
was totterin g before the first World 
War. Bu t Britain was g ettin g in to 
the bu sin ess an d, of cou rse, Fran ce 
had tried ev ery thin g in the cou rse 
of more than a cen tu ry . 
It shou ld be n oted that the Ger­ 
man sy stem was on e aspect of Bis­ 
marck’s v ersion of ou r presen t 
"Modern Repu blican ism”—or, "Jf- 
y ou - can ’t - lick - ’em - join - em.” 
The g reat German Chan cellor had 
fou n d the socialists g ain in g , an d 
hen ce he took the whole workin g 
class u n der the Imperial win g . 


GIDE’S COMMENTS seem to be 
g en eral an d some of the followin g 
aspects may n ot correspon d to the 
German sy stem. Bu t they merit 
ou r atten tion becau se in most re­ 
spects they correspon d to ou r own 
sy stem: 
1. Workers were to make a con ­ 
tribu tion , in German y , for 1,200 
weeks. Employ ers were requ ired 
to make con tribu tion s also; at first 
in an equ al amou n t. Bu t there was 
prov ision , presu mably , for political 
reason s, for easin g the oblig atory 
assessmen t of the worker ou t of 
g en eral tax ation . This we su rely 
will do in time — as su rely as 
water will wet u s. 
2. Gide say s: "It is the employ er 
who is charg ed with the respon si­ 
bility of makin g the deposits to the 
accou n t of the worker he employ s, 
by mean s of dedu ction s from his 
wag es. "Here is ou r n ew-old frien d 
in the American sy stem, "tax de­ 
du ction s” dev ised to hide from the 
tax pay er the fact that he pay s. 
3. Gide say s, fu rther, that the 
sy stem n ecessitates “a bu reau ­ 
cratic org an ization an d an on er 
ou s an d complicated bookkeepin g .” 
At the en d of Ju n e, the Un ited 
States Departmen t of Health, Edu ­ 
cation an d Welfare employ ed 55,247 
of whom 23,541 were in the Social 
Secu rity 
Admin istration . T h i s 
wou ld hav e tu rn ed ev en the Iron 
Chan cellor red hot. 
4. Gide say s that the en ormou s 
capital accu mu lation in the fu n d in 
the han ds of the state mig ht tempt 
a “qu estion able u se.” We are past 
the poin t of temptation . 


SIDE GLANCES 


We are already u sin g the mon ey 
for cu rren t pu rposes as it comes 
in an d are depositin g in the so- 
cailed tru st fu n d the I.O.U.’s of 
the federal g ov ern men t in the 
shape of bon ds which mu st be re­ 
deemed some day ou t of more 
lev ies on the g en eral tax pay er. 


5. GIDE SAYS that the sy stem 
has a way of "discou rag in g ” or

the mode of sav in g , n amely , that 
of an n u ity .” 
6. He poin ts ou t that the su rplu s 
at an y g iv en time is a temptation 
to the g ov ern men t to u se fu n ds for 
some welfare activ ity other than 
pen sion s, for asy lu ms an d san a­ 
toria. 
This is an swered, so far as ou r 
sy stem is con cern ed, u n der my 
fou rth poin t abov e.

7 . Gide poin ts ou t that "in su r­ 
an ce” is a misn omer. The thin g 
has n on e of the elemen ts of in su r­ 
an ce. There is n o “risk.” Growin g 
olo is in ev itably — a "su re thin g .” 
Gabble 
a bo u t an "actu arial 
basis” is absu rd, becau se there is 
n o way to predict the n u mber of 
ben eficiaries or the amou n t of cov ­ 
erag e. which is determin ed by the 
dictates of politics. On ly by a 
miracle will the worker g et his 
v alu e back. 
8. Fin ally , the g reat g ood sen se 
of Gide su g g ested what man y of u s 
hav e been u rg in g ov er here: That 
we recog n ize the du ty of all of u s 
to meet the real n eeds of some of 
u s, bu t to "pay as we g o,” or, 
as a frien d of min e say s, "pay as 
we owe.” 
Gide wou ld requ ire that the 
fu n ds n ecessary to serv ice the pen ­ 
sion s be proportion ed to the rate 
at which they fall du e. He calls 
that the sy stem of "repartition ,” 
as con trasted with “capitalization .” 
May be, sometime*, there will be 
a Con g ress that will ju n k the whole 
phon y sy stem with all its fallaciou s 
preten tion s, hon estly pay back to 
the people who hav e con tribu ted 
what they own in the fu n d an d then 
pay for the n eedy ag ed pen sion s 
or assistan ce ou t of g en eral fu n ds 
appropriated ev ery y ear.

And the Italian government 
may some day say publicly what 
its officials are saying privately 
about the kind of racketeer who 
was told to move on. 
The government of Italy will tell 
us to stop dumping America’s 


mobsters over their land, which is 
free of all but petty crime. 
The Frascati hood was Joe Doto, 
aisc known to America’s diamond­ 
ed gentry as Joe Adonis, 
the 
dreaded Mr. A who ran Murder, 
Inc 
The U.S. dumped him here on 
Jan. 3, 1956. 
Mr. A is one of 
several hundred thugs who left 
Italy when he was a kid. Many of 
them have since been sent back. 
The Italian officials say this is 
technically but not morally justi­ 
fied.

Cirrhosis of Liver Is a Killer 


With the lessening in the num­ 
ber 
of deaths 
from 
infectious 
diseases, cirrhosis of the liver 
has become one of the ten lead­ 
ing causes of death in the United 
States. 
Its frequency appears to vary 
from one region to another, prob­ 
ably partly because of differen­ 
ces in accuracy of diagnosis and 
reporting, and partly because of 
differences in age composition of 
the population. 
% 
It is particularly frequent 
at 
ages from 45 to 64. t is also 
two or three times as common 
in men as in women. 


A MAN WHO says he is 40 
and has 'been diagnosed as having 
cirrhosis of the liver, asks sev­ 
eral important questions 
First, 
he wants to know whether 
a 
biopsy (examination of liver tis­ 
sue under the microscope) can 
show positively the presence of 
cirrhosis. 
To this the answer is yes, since 
the microscopic 
appearance 
is 
characteristic. 
Second, he wants to know if 
cirrhosis is cancer of the liver. 
He says that one of the nurses 
told him this. 
She was wrong. Cirrhosis is quite 
different from cancer of the liver. 
His third question is easy. 
He 
asks whether someone with cir­ 
rhosis should be under the care 
of a physician. 
The answer is yes. 


PERHAPS THE most interesting 
question is his last. He says, 
“Why can some people drink to 
the 
saturation point for 
years 
and years and suffer no liver 
damage, and somebody like me 
be affected after only two years 
of heavy drinking” 
This question, I believe, no one 
can answer. Perhaps not all the 
cases of cirrhosis are connected 
with alcoholism and there are 
other factors often involved. 
It is possible that the answer 
to this question lies in the fact 
that some heavy drinkers eat a 
better diet and avoid becoming 
overweight, since both of these 
enter in to the picture. 
The symptoms of cirrhosis may 
be absent or exceedingly mild. 
It is sometimes associated with 
loss of weight. After cirrhosis has 
existed for some months or years, 
the most common symptoms are 
loss of appetite, bloating of the 
abdmen, and nausea and vomit­ 
ing. 
Sometimes low fever and 
mental changes are present. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT pre­ 
ventive measures include: 
Adequate nutrition, with protein 
and vitamins in particular; mod­ 
eration in the use of alcohol; 
avoidance of obesity; and efforts 
to prevent exposure to chemical 
poisons. 
Treatment is aimed at reduc­ 
ing further damage to the liver. 
The prohibition of alcoholic bev­ 
erages, a diet rich in proteins, 
vegetables, vitamin supplements, 
and 
perhaps the use of 
drugs, 
are generally in order. 
Such measures, sometimes with 
rest in bed, often bring great im­ 
provement. Also, today there are 
surgical 
procedures 
available 


which are generally reserved for 
people in advanced stages of the 
disease.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP)—Police 
and soldiers searched the two 
laigest Palestine refugee camps 
in Amman today, looking for arms 
in these tinderboxes of opposition 
to King Hussein’s government 
A top Jordanian army officer 
said 140 persons were taken into 
custody 
for questioning. 
About 
five of them had Communist leaf­ 
lets, he reported. Police sources 
said blasting powder and ammu- 
nitidn was found in one camp. 
The searches were carried out 
under a curfew imposed on the 
two camps before dawn. By noon 
the police and soldiers had com 
pleted their raids and the curfew 
was lifted. 
The two camps contain about 
5 0.000 refugees out of 25 0,000 per­ 
sons in Amman.

The quota for the 
collection is 125 pints, but as of 
today only 106 pledges have been 
made, according to Mrs. Nina 
Jones, secretary of the local Red 
Cross chapter, who added, “We’d 
like to have 100 more pledges.” 
More than 180 pledges are need- 
d to attain the goal as some 
donors are rejected because of re­ 
cent colds, sore throasts or other 
illnesses,while sfill others fail to 
keep their appointments. 
Any healthy adult between the 
ages of 18 and 5 9 is eligible 
to become a donor and may reg­ 
ister at the Red Cross office where 
he will be given an appointment. 
Mrs. Harold Wykoff, recruitment 
chairmen, and Mrs. A. G. Tame, 
publicity chairman, of the local 
blood program, explained that if 
the quota here is not fulfilled the 
next two times the bloodmobile 
makes its visits, the program is 
in danger of being discontinued. 
“Because there is no source for 
human blood except human beings, 
It is essential that there be a 
steady continuing supply of vol­ 
unteers to provide blood and blood 
rierivities for medical use, without 
charge for the products, for all 
people in this area who need 
them,” she added. 
Through this program, blood and 
blood derivatives are furnished 
without charge to physicians and 
hospitals. The only oost to the 
patient is the fee rharged by the 
help with administering the pro­ 
ducts.

the moon rocket to fail or merely 
flirt with success, hfiere is only one 
way to completely succeed. 
What the scientists say they 
would really like to do is send up 
a rocket that would orbit around 
the moon a few times and then 
plunge back toward earth, and 
probable destruction. 
The rocket, in its few turns 
around the moon, would take a 
series of closeup pictures — in­ 
cluded never-ibefore-seen shots of 
the moon’s hidden side —* and re­ 
lay those back to earth. 
It would also measure ^he mag­ 
netic field of the moon, measure 
temperatures and count meteors. 
How many of its scientific tasks 
it completed would in a sense 
measure the rocket’s success. 
To give their rocket the besit 
chance of finding the neighbor­ 
hood of the moon and staying 
there a while, the scientists have 
carefully picked the course and 
meeting place. 
They hope to save a few thou­ 
sand miles by waiting until ¿be 
moon comes closest to earth. 
The Air Force shot, if success­ 
ful, will catch the moon in a good 
photographic pose. It will be mov­ 
ing from a new moon to a first 
quarter phase. 
This means that the sun will be 
lighting up part of the backside 
of the moon — the side always 
turned away from earth.
